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1,200,000 Bus. Grain 
Harvested in District 


Of this total 400,000 bushels of 
wheat have already been delivered 
and approximately 300,000 bushels 
of coarse grains, mainly oats and 
barley. 

It has been estimated that there 
still remains on farms, to be deliv- 
ered, 200,000 bushels of grain, 
about 100,000 bushels of this being 
wheat, and the remainder oats and 
barley. 

According to these figures it can 
be seen that the district as a whole 
produces more coarse grains than 
wheat. Out of the 1,200,000 bushels 
of grain, 500,000 is wheat and 700.- 
000 coarse grains. 

The grain production for an in- 
dividual district is one of the large- 
est in the province and at present 
prices means considerable cash to 
local farmers. 

Didsbury farmers were fortune- 
ate this year in obtaining a bumper 
crop. Spring work on land started 
early, and seed was in the ground 
in good time with plenty of reserve 
moisture. However, three weeks of 
dry weather soon used up the re- 
serve, but timely rains came to the 
rescue and continued 
the growing season. 

No hail or frost damage was ex 
perienced throughout the district, 
but wet weather in the fall held up 
threshing for almost five weeks 
Fortunately a fine spell late in Oc- 
tober enabled farmers to complete 
operations, and the 
garnered.

Scientists Find It Substitute For 
Wax Obtainable Only From 
Germany 
A United Kingdom wartime dis- 
covery may create a new industry. 
An investigation was undertaken by 
the British Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research to find a 
Substitute for montan wax, hitherto 
obtainable only from Germany, The 
properties of this wax, such as its 
hardness and high melting point, 
make it suitable for use in the 
preparation of many polishes and 
carbon paper. It was found that 
peat is relatively rich in this and 
other forms of hard waxes—from 
3° to 12°, of the dry substance can 
be recovered as crude wax.
